Need for a crossing over the 
Santa Fe railway to connect 
North and South Second avenue 
was repeatedly stressed this morn- 
ing by Uplanders who testified at 
@ railway commission hearing. 

Arthur’ F. Ager, engineer and 
examiner for the commission, con- 
ducted the hearing and heard 
statements from prominent citi- 
‘wens as to the “need and public 
necessity” of the rail crossing. 
Richard Ibanez, attorney, repre- 
sented the city. and M. W. Reed, 
Santa Fe attorney, cross-examin- 
ed the witnesses. 

One of the city’s witnesses was 
Police Chief E. C. Mehl, who ex- 
pressed the belief the proposed 
Second avenue crossing would not 
be as dangerous as the Euclid 
avenue crossing and that it would 
also reduce the traffic hazard now 
existing at the rail crossing on 
Euclid. 

Fire Chief Jake Voth pointed 
out the fire engine must now take 
a@ rou:sd-about course in answer- 
ing in the southern portion 
‘of the city because of no crossing 
at Second avenue. Earl H. John- 
son, manager of the Mountain 
Viéw Fruit association, and Alvin 
Fitzgerald, manager of the Up- 
Yand Citrus association, testified 
that the proposed crossing would 
benefit their employes, their grow- 
ers, the residents in the southern 
portion of the city and the com- 
munity as a whole. 

Others called to the stand were 
city councilmen and Assembly- 
man Godfrey Andreas, and Frank 
XK. Nichols. 

The city council chamber was 
filled with interested persons, 
ready to testify, but on stipula- 
tion the testimony was limited. 

The afternoon session was de- 
‘voted largely to various construc- 
tion and engineering angles to the 
proposed improvement. 

A railroad commission ruling on 
the request for the crossing is 
likely to be given during August. 

V. H. Wilson. superintendent of 
the Santa Fe, and L. A. Fox, local 
agent, were at the hearing to rep- 
resent the rail line.
